Cook's relatives and friends will be 
glad to have this indisputable evidence 
that he is still in the land of the living: 


LIPA, P. I, January 1, 1901. 


Mr DEAR MOTHEB:—Your kind and 


welcome letter received on Christmas 
Day and I certainly was very glad to 
hear from you. I considered your let- 
ter as a great X-mas gift, although I 
should not have known it was X-mas if 
it had not been for an unusual dinner 
we had of chicken and all the canned 
vegetables that could be bought in the 
commissary, such, as peas, corn and to- 
matoes, with some cannedfruit for des- 
sert. And I tell you what, to sit down 
to such a repast in thiscountry is quite 
a treat indeed, and I only wish it was 
X-mas every day,or at least three days 
a week, so that there would be at least 
three square meals that could be de- 
pended upon. But then X-mas doesn't 
come every day, or even every three 
days in the week, so we are compelled 
to be thankful for small favors and 
take large ones in proportion, for, as 
you know, I am entitled to any army 
ration, same as the soldiers are, and 
•vhen we are not in camp with the 
whole pack train we are attached to 
the soldiers' mess for our meals,so that 
even as civilians we have to take what- 
ever they choose to give us, and army 
rations as issued here in the Philip- 
pines is not a thing that would make 
man wish for nothing else. 


Well, mother, you ask me to tell you 


all about this country and I must say 
that is a vary hard thing for me to do 
according to my own idea of composi- 
tion, but will do the best I can. 


To start with, this eountry,or Island 


of Luzon, is a 
vary mountainous 


and hilly country, with deep ravines 
or valleys, and over all a growth of 
large and small trees with thick under- 
brush which makes it almost, if not 
entirely, impassable except by the few 
roads and any number of pony trails 
that you must strictly adhere to or 
stop going, and always single file. 
They are not wide enough to permit of 
anything else. These trails are almost 
invariably lined with a thick growth 
of this underbrush that makes it al- 
most impossible to see through, and 
this gives the insurrectos, or, as every 
one here calls them, the "Goo-goos," 
all the advantage over the Americans, 
as they can lie behind this brush and 
shoot at them. All one can see is a 
lot of brush that nine times out of ten 
is impassable,'and the'only t'tting left 
to do is to shoot where you think the 
sound of their shot came from. 
In 


this way these bandits carry on their 
warfare, never getting out in the open, 
where they can be seen, and also never 
attacking any large party of soldiers, 
but always lying in wait for some small 
detachment of from ten to twenty-five 
men to come along and doing as I 
have said. 
They are great cowards 


and cannot stand fire even with all

An Extra Session 


OF THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


i the Government Could Have Saved 


Money—I*st Hope of the Looters 


Destroyed.

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The ad- 


ministration is determined that there 
shall be an extra session of the next con- 
gress. That is now as plain aa the 
nose on your face. Mr. McKinley is 
"talking up" a settlement of the Cuban 
question as the reason, but if the ship 
subsidy job had been allowed to go 
through he would have probably dis- 
covered that an extra session would 
not be necessary to deal with Cuba. 
But there are other strings to the extra 
session bow and it would not be sur- 
prising if the Kepubliean leaders in 
congress so manipulated things that 
one or more of the big appropriation 
bills failed to get through at this ses- 
sion and then tried to raise a howl 
that it was the Democrats who were to 
blame for the extra session that the 
failure would make necessary. Neither 
would it be surprising if the river and 
harbor bill, which is to be reported to 
the senate this week, also failed to get 
through. That would reduce the total 
of the appropriations made by this con- 
gress—a total that has thoroughly 
alarmed the Republican leaders since 
the press of the country, regardless of 
politics, has opened up on it. 
Then 


there is the bill for the reduction of 
war taxes, which is dead-locked in con- 
ference and in a fair way to fail, be- 
cause the house conferees, encouraged 
by Secretary Gage and other members 
of the administration, refuse to accept 
the cut in beer and tobacco taxes 
made by the senate. The senate is now 
considering the oleomargarine bill, but 
whether that measure is to be voted on 
or merely be used as a club to kill time 
is not yet clear. One thing is very cer- 
tain, that is that the intelligent people 
of the country know that the Demo- 
crats will not be responsible for the 
failure of any regular appropriation 
bill. They have at all times assisted 
in disposing of the appropriation bills 
as fast as they were ready and ha-e re- 
peatedly warned the Republicans that 
they were wasting time on the ship 
subsidy bill that should have been de- 
voted to the appropriation bills.

Practical Creamery Work. 


E. N. Barley, of Baker's Summit, has 


just returned home from the Pennsyl- 
vania State coll»ge, where he has been 
attending the Diiry school. This is a 
six weeks' course of instruction in 
practical creamery work aud is design- 
ed to furnish those actually engaged in 
the manufacture of butter in the facto- 
ries of the state, or those wishing to 
fit themselves for such work, an op- 
portunity to becoms expert in the best 
methods of manufacture and to study 
the underlying chemical and physical 
laws. 
The school opened January 2 


with a class of forty students. S^ven 
ty-one applications for admission were 
received; but limited space and equip- 
ment for instruction made it impossi- 
ble to accept more than forty, and even 
this small number can only be accom- 
modated by dividing the class in three 
sections. Of the sixty-seven counties 
of Pennsylvania, twenty-one were rep- 
resented by these forty students: and 
had it been poss'ble to admit all who 
applied, at least ten other counties 
would have been represented.

A DISAPPEARING GRAND ARMY. 


Death H»s Cot a TVide Swath Among the 


Old Veterans. 


The report recently printed of the 


number of deaths occurring among the 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public during the year 1900, says the 
Detroit Free Press, is a sad proof that 
the ranks of this organization lire rap- 
.dly thinning and that before many 
years have passed its members will 
lave entirely disappeared. 
This is in 


the course of nature. The war for the 
Union ended nearly thirty-six years 
ago and a large majority of the volun- 
teers were over 20 years of age when 
discharged. 
The average age was 


above that figure, so that the average 
of the survivors must be nearly 60 
years. And death cuts a wide swath 
among men of that age. 


All the veterans are not enrolled in 


the Grand Army of the Republic, but 
the records of that organization offer a 
fair criterion of the condition of the 
survivors of the war. The number of 
deaths among the members for each of 
the past fifteen years and the per cent. 
they bore to the membership is given 
in the following table:

A steady increase in the number of 


deaths is noticed. 
But last 
year 


the number took a sudden bound up- 
ward, and for some years to come this 
figure will probably increase until the 
lessening number of the veterans grad- 
ually reduces it to zero. 
In 1890 the 


rolls of the Grand Army showed 400,- 
4S9 members, but last year the number 
was only 276,662, or a loss of 123,827 
In Pennsylvania the latest 
report 


showed 28,318 members, as compared 
with 46,411 in 1890, a reduction of 17,- 
693. 
It is probable that the coming 


encampment at Cleveland will give 
stronger and sadder indications of the 
rapid disappearance of the organiza- 
tion than any previous encampment. 
The meeting place was changed from 
Denver, Col., on account of transpor- 
tation obstacles, but it is likely that 
the long distance and the inability of 
the veterans to endure the journey 
had much to do with the decision. 
And it was doubtless wise. 


The beginning of the second decade 


of the twentieth century will see only 
a minority of the veterans left. The 
beginning of the second quarter of the 
century will see very few of them. 
The decision to let the Grand Army 
die with its members is a wise one. 
No organization can be formed that 
will perpetuate its purpose or typify 
to the nation the idea it embodies. 
When the last member of the Grand 
Army joins the vast majority the or- 
ganization should die with him, so 
that it may remain unique in the his- 
tory of the country.

Method of Petitioning for Desirable Postal 


Facilities. 


'We have many inquiries, personally 


and by mail, about the establishment 
of free rural delivery," says the Cham- 
bersburg Valley Spirit. "New routes 
are being established 
daily and we 


know of no sufficient reason 
why 


Franklin county should be deprived of 
this benefit and convenience to the 
general public. The only opposition 
to it must come through the fourth- 
class postmasters. It would mean the 
discontinuance of most of these offices, 
but that is of little moment when the 
needs and wants of the community 
are to be considered. The granting of 
free rural delivery in this county de- 
pends almost entirely on Congressman 
Mahon and without his recommenda- 
tion to the postoffice department it 
will not be granted. 


"Few people have any idea of the 


extent to which the rural free delivery 
system has been carried. The appro- 
priation has been increasing by leaps 
and bounds and now amounts toS3,- 
000,000 for the new fiscal year. 


"The following procedure for rural 


free delivery is compiled from informa- 
tion sent out by the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington and explains the 
necessary steps: 


"Nearly every section wishing it can 


get it if it will fulfil the requirements. 
Petitions should be addressed to the 
first assistant postmaster-general sign- 
ed only by the heads of families, anc 
should mention the number of persons 
to each family over sixteen years o: 
age. The nature of the country where 
the delivery is desired should be de- 
scribed, whether densely or sparsely 
populated, the principal vocations o: 
the people, the character of the roads 
and the distances which each person 
under existing circumstances, has to 
travel to receive mail, and should be 
illustrated by a map or plan indicating 
the route proposed. 
The petition 


should be sent through a member of 
congress, as upon his recommendation 
the action of the postoffice department 
largely depends. We will take pleas 
ure in aiding any of our communities 
in securing the convenience of free 
rural delivery."

MILK. 


;ts Production and Preservation to Beoelve 


Attention at the F»n-American. 


Science and common sense make a 


itrong team. 
Science demonstrated 


,he fact that milk possessis great 
affinity for disease germs; sensible 
observations havo suggested a pre- 
ventive. By observation, farmers and 
those accustomed to 
handle milk 


learned that it kept longer in eold 
weather and that the ratio was in 
direct proportion to temperature down 
;o a certain point, provided other con- 
ditions were equal. It WT.B but a step 
to apply ice as a cooling medium in 
warm weather and it assisted ma- 
terially in preventing the souring of 
milk. The fact was noticed that the 
sooner the milk was cooled after being 
drawn from the udder the better 
would be the flavor and the longer it 
would keep sweet. There is a scientific 
reason for this which affects the 
flavor that is not well understood by 
the best men in the business and is not 
understood at all by the average 
farmer. Milk is pure only as secreted 
by nature in the glands of a healthy 
cow. 
By the time it reaches the milk 


pail in the ordinary slovenly manner 
in which the cows are kept and the 
milking done—it is permeated with 
bacteria. Some of these germs are 
harmles", some are even beneficial, 
but many are disease germs that are 
floating about merely awaiting a lodg- 
ment in diseased tissue or a weakened 
organ to threaten the life of some 
human being. 


Again has scientific research dis- 


covered a remedy in pasteurization. 
By heating new milk to a temperature 
made necessary by existing conditions 
the disease germs are killed while the 
temperature is not sufficiently high to 
impart a boiled flavor or to alter its 
digestible constituents. 


Scientific practice has rendered this 


unnecessary in our best dairies where 
there is proper care and cleanliness. 
Milk from cows which are well fed 
and comfortably housed is pure and 
wholesome. Intelligent, conscientious 
dairymen keep ibsoby: First, keep- 
ing the stable clean, comfortable and 
airy. Sunlight and fresh air are fatal 
to disease germs. In warm weather 
flies are driven out by keeping the 
stable dark when not in use; flies will 
not remain in a dark room. 
The 


Model Dairy stables at the Pan-Ameri- 
can exposition are provided with gooe 
fly screens, dark blinds and double 
doors. 
Fresh air and sunlight are 


admitted freely after milking time in 
the morning. After being thoroughly 
swept, washed down and dried by 
proper airing, the dark blinds are 
closed but the doors left open to admit 
plenty of fresh air. Proper ventila- 
tion is provided for by air 
shafts 


which may be opened or closed accord- 
ing to the direction of the wind or 
temperature. 
Second, each cow is 


kept clean by being curried, brushec 
and washed when necessary. 
Each 


animal will be watched very closely 
as the health of the eow is indicated 
by her manner of eating, 
drinking 


and the way in which she chews her 
cud. The cow's actions are studied in 
order to interpret her wants, likes and 
dislikes, for she certainly has individ- 
ual peculiarities to which it pays to 
cater. Third, cleanliness in regard to 
utensils and the apparel of those who 
do the milking is an important factor. 
Instead of wearing their "old clothes' 
to milk in,,they are required to wear 
clean white jackets and trousers anc 
to have their hands clean and practise 
cleanliness in all their habits. Only 
one cow can be milked before strain- 
ing the milk. This is to prevent the 
propagation 
of bacteria which are 


absorbed very readily by warm milk 
if allowed to cool when exposed even 
under the cleanest and most favorable 
conditions. The sooner milk is strain- 
ed and cooled after being drawn from 
the cow the less will bacteria develop. 
This is especially noticeable in the 
form of bacteria which cause milk to 
sour. 
These germs are harmless in 


causing disease, but are detrimental 
to its selling value. A low tempera- 
ture will, however, retard the develop 
ment of all bacteria and prolong the 
salable period, thereby benefiting both 
the producer and consumer. 


Anything so important as our milk 


supply is well worth the best and 
most intelligent care that is possible 
to bestow upon it. Nothing else in 
food production is so easily contami 
nated, nor is anything we consume so 
beneficial when it is in a wholesome 
condition. It is certainly very dan 
gerous to health, or even life itself 
when the product has been permitted 
to absorb all kinds of disease germs.

the consumer.

There v-'ere twelve bids in all, 
that of a Chicago firm being accepted. 
[ts offer was to raise the Maine at its 
own cost and give the United States 
government three per cent, of the pro- 
ceeds. All the contractors agreed that 
the Maine could be raised, but that 
the job would be difficult. 
A coffer 


clam must be built entirely around the 
wreck. It will be constructed of long 
pilings, and then embanked with dirt, 
making it water-tight. 
Then the 


water can be pumped out of the in 
closure, leaving the wreck exposed in 
the mud. Derricks and powerful lift- 
ing machinery will then be brought 
into use and the hull lifted from its 
bed of mud. If it can be patched up 


that it will float, that will be done. 


If it cannot be raised it will be torn to 
pieces, while the coffer dam keeps 
back the water.

emotions. It has bespoken the joys and 
sorrows of all mankind for centuries.

wedding bells ring out no more save 
In some song or story. The Christmas 
chimes arc seldom wafted to our ears. 
The church bells ring but faintly now 
and under constant protest. "The cur- 
few tolls the knell of parting day" only 
In verse. 
A sunset gun today gives 


greater 
satisfaction. 
The 
angclus 


sounds merely In pictorial form, the 
fire bells give place to still alarms, the 
dinner bell is silenced In polite society, 
and sleigh bells arc discarded.

tone that has mourned for the nation's 
dead anil voiced tlie nation's woes and 
summoned to their knees the nation's 
worshipers'(-Atlantic Monthly. 


QUARRIES OF OLD EGYPT. 


Wlierc Stone For Pj-rnnililn of the 


D.-S.TI Was Procured. 


On the way to Phil;e and the head of 


the cataract, a short distance south of 
Assouan, we come upon Ihe ancient 
quarries which supplied the granite 
for the columns, statues and obelisks 
throughout Egypt for many centuries. 
An obelisk which we saw lies In its 
native bed. It is 35 feet in length, and 
three sides have been carefully cut. 
but for some unknown reason it was 
never separated entirely from the par- 
ent rock. 
The surface bears the tool 


marks of the workmen. The grooves 
in it show that it was to have been re- 
duced at the sides. 
It was supposed 


that the slone was split from its bed 
by drilling holes In the rock and filling 
them with wooden wedges, which were 
afterward saturated with water, the 
swelling wood furnishing the power. 


From illustrations In the temples it Is 


clear that these great monuments were 
floated down the river on flatboats and 
rafts and then carried inland by arti- 
ficial canals or dragged overland by 
thousands of slaves. 
In one of the 


tombs at Bcni-Hnssan Is a picture il- 
lustrating the process. The great stone 
is loaded upon a huge sled drawn by a 
multitude of workmen. One man is en- 
gaged in pouring water upon the run- 
ners to prevent friction: another stands 
at the left of the statue and bi'ats time, 
that the men tuny work In unison, 
while overseers, provided with whips, 
urge the laborers to their task. What 
king desired to extricate this block 
from the quarry, why It wns left here, 
what it wns to commemorate, we can 
never know 
The riddle of the sphinx 


is solved, but UK- riddle of the obelisk 
In the quarry will no doubt remain 
with us forever.—Chautauquan. 


Cans* of th« Origin ot the W»x and Chin* 


VartetlM. 


The origin of the "word doll Is curi- 


ous. Centuries ago, n hen saints' names 
were much In vogue for children, St. 
Dorothea wns the most popular, and 
her name the best and luckiest that 
could be given to a little girl. 
The 


nickname was Dolly, or Doll, and from 
giving babies the nickname it was an 
easy step to pass it on to the little 
images of whicb the babies were so 
fond. 


The word doll is not found in com- 


mon use lu our language until tbe 
middle of the eighteenth century, aud. 
as far as can be discovered, first ap- 
pears in The Gentleman's Magazine for 
September, 1751, in tbe 
following: 


"Several dolls with different dresses, 
made in St. James street, have been 
sent to tbe czarina to show the manner 
of dressing at present In fashion among 
English ladles." 


Previous to this the word used to 


describe the favorite plaything of all 
girls In all countries and in all ages 
was "baby," which is to be found, 
together with "poppet," or "puppet," 
In this sense In the works of most of 
the earlier writers. 


The wax and china doll originated 


In the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. There were no fashion papers 
BB now, and In order to show what was 
being worn on tbe Continent dolls were 
beautifully and expensively 
dressed 


and sent to the various European coun- 
tries, and from tbe model orders were 
taken. The dolls, to show off their 
costly garb, must be made of more 
precious stuff than wood, so wai and 
china and even Ivory ones were made. 


Thurlngia is the land where most 


dolls are born—puppetland, as It Is call- 
ed on this account. About 200 years 
ago most of the dolls were made in 
Flanders, and they were called not 
dolls, but Flanders' babies. There used 
to be an old English couplet which ran 
thus: 
Ite children ol Holland take pleasure In making 
What the children ol England take pleasure in 


breaking. 


At one European doll factory of the 


present day 100,000 dolls are produced 
annually, some 500 men, women and 
children being employed. 
To make 


one talking doll requires the joint labor 
of 30 men. Dolls' eyes are made In 1111 
del-ground rooms. Into which tbe sun- 
light rarely peeps, and violet orbs are 
the most difficult to color. 
There Is 


one town in Germany where three- 
fourths of all the dolls' eyes ID the 
world are made. 
Only In the case of 


the most expensive dolls is real human 
hair used. 


In a doll factory are wood carvers 


headmakers, leg and arm makers, eye- 
makers, portrait artists, hairdressers. 
doll sewers and doll stuffers; also a 
small army of fashionable dressmakers 
and milliners. 


The Hindoo child Is probably the 


only doll-less child In the world. 
The 


little Egyptians have their wooden 
"Dshabtl." tbe same in style as 4.000 
years ago. 
These were sometimes 


made of porcelain. When a child died 
Its dolls were burled with it, In the ex- 
pectation thai their spirit forms would 
rise and do service In another world 


Tbe paradise of dolls is Japan, when 


they are most elaborately and gor 
geously attired affairs So are the dolls 
of Kioto—"genroku." as they are call 
ed. 
They are often valuable wood 


carvings, enameled in colors or statu 
cttes of great artistic merit. 


One of the most interesting collec- 


tions of dolls in this country is thai 
belonging to the bureau of ethnology 
Washington. They are dolls of the Uni 
Indians of Arizona and are made from 
the roots or subterranean branches of 
the cottonwced tree, whittled out with 
knives. They are decorated bright red 
yellow, green and represent the gods of 
the tribe—the god of the snow, the god 
that eats up the rainclonds, tbe fire 
god, the sun god and the corn goddess 
Tbe Dnl children play with these dolls 
as other children do. 
Any one who 


goes into a Unl habitation Is certain to 
see a row of these dolls suspended 
from the ceiling. 
When not in usi- 


they are hung up until wanted. 


La Infantila is a doll with a history 


It is made of clay and Is considered by 
Its owner, a Mexican lady, and by 
hosts of other persons to be a worker 
of miracles, and quantities of costly 
gifts are constantly offered to It. A 
room in the house of Its owner Is set 
aside for its exclusive use. Here it re 
clines in a canopy bed of solid silver 
It has beautiful drpssps aud rich je\v 
elry, valued al thousands of dollars 
Among Its latest gifts is a magnificent 
piano, which is played upon by Those 
who visit tbe doll, as a part of the serv 
ice of adoration.—New York Sun

An Ordinance 


To provide for Inspecting and Licensing 


Telegraph, Telephone and Electric Light 
poles and wires, now erected or hereafter 
to be erected and maintained -within the 
Borough of Schellsburg, and providing pen- 
alties for the neglect or refusal to pay said 
License. 


Be it ordained and enacted by the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the Borough rf 
Sfihellsburg, Bedford Couoty, Pennsylva- 
nia, 
and it is bereby ordained and enacted 


by the authority or the same: 


Section 1. That it shall be the duty of 


the Chief of Police, or such other officer as 
the Burgess and Town Council may desig- 
nate, on the first day of January, April 
July and October of eecb year, to inspet-t 
all telegraph, telephone and electric light 
poles and wirea within the limits of the 
said Borough of Schellsburg, and report th 
unsafe or dangerous poles and wires to thi_ 
Borough Council at its next regular meet- 
ing after such inspection. 


Section 2 That every Telegraph, Tele- 


phone and Electric Light Company which 
has erected or may hereafter erect and main- 
tain telegraph, telephone or electric light 
poles and wires within the limits of the said 
Borough of Schellsburg is hereby required to 
pay annually, the first year to begin when 
this ordinance shall take effect, to the Bor- 
ough Treasurer, on the first day of June of 
eacb and every year,a license fee of one dol- 
lar upon each pole so erected and maintained 
and sn annual license fee of fifty cents upon 
each and every mile of wire so erected and 
maintained. 


Section 3. That if any of the Companies 


aforesaid shall neglect or refuse to pay the 
license fees as hereinbefore provided, when 
the same is or are due and payable, which 
time shall be the first day of June of each 


such Company shall be 


ollar nppn each 
and every year, 
liable to a penalty of one dol 
and every pole erected and maintained 
within the said Borough, not licensed as 
aforesaid, and the said penalties, together 
with the license fee or fees, shall be collect- 
ed as the law provides.
